The Nebraska legislnture Iast winter
crfealed an even dosen new commissions,
boards wnd departments, The members
of most of these perve without pay ex-
copting as to thelr actual expenrcs 1t
has besn the history of the commisston
business, however, that in most cases it
Is found convenisnt to continus thoe «dm-
nilstlon and a salary (8 added to encour-
age the members, Alflter the start Nas
been made it s comparantively casy to
continua the commission from year to |
vear, and as Its Importanoe increasss the |
salnry correspondingly Increases,  Just
how many commissions. bonrds and bu-
resus Nebraska has at the present time |
eannot be told at this writing for want
of the proper records, but it Is safe to
®ay that there are over three dozen, mix-
teen of whieh have a payroll for -Iuﬂm{
alone of 3217010,

However, ar the state grows It ssems !
necessary to make changes In order to
bring about syatems to mest the new con- |
dition® and In the dozen or more commins-
sions formed by the last leginiaturea none
will hardly dany that the tax commission |
was & much nesdsd addition to Ne
braska’'s many departments, and that
good results should ocoma to the atate
from the work of that commission.

Rut. doea the wholesale creation of com-
misgions piy, and do they glive value for
whal the people pay them? Neobraska is
not the only state that seems to have
been struck with the commission epl-
damic. Older states than this are sufter- |

the records as published by the state of
Massachupstis.

A yeur ngo the writer visited the state
house (n Massachusetts and was tm- I
pressed with the large number of de-
rartments which seemed to be thriving In
that great bullding. About ten years ago
thnt state discoversd it was creuling com-
missions so lvely that thare was not
room in the state house (o house them
all, and in that regard ths story sounds
like Nebraska. In order to make room a
double basement was excavated and fitted
up into offices. In these basements, can
be Tound all sorta of departmants, boards,
comminslons, ete., soms of the larger de-
partments having subdepartmenis under
& head clerk or superintendent, Iach
of the hepds recelve a good salary. Tha
‘last jegislature created wght pew dom-
misclons, vis: armory com n-
dustrial mecident board, board of directors
of port of Boston, board of registration
of norses, board of training schools, em-
balming bourd, supervision' of Jean
agencies, wtate board of refirement At
leant the records show thal salaries were
pald to these depArtmonts not hnrml'oro
shewn.

The wiritsr asked what Masmmchusetts
did with so many commissions and was
teld that “Massachuselts was commission
ridden.” He sald every session of the
legininture created now boards or com-
missiony and that the burden upon the
taxpayer was becoming awful
